W A SH ING TO N — One of the early prero­ 
gatives given to m embers of Congress by the 
Founding Fathers was the right to send their 
mail at public expense. 
This was a privilege 
granted for the purpose of 
enlightening 
the 
electorate regarding their acts in Congress, to 
defend themselves and also, of course, to help 
in the all-im portant job of getting re-elected. 
This privilege has continued— and rightfully 
so— up to the present, even though a similar 
privilege is denied the men in the army camps, 
who appreciate mail more than al.m st anything 
else. 
La.st week, hovve\’er, an F'RI 
i>acked 
up to an office on HOode Island a\enue, pre­ 
viously exposed in this column as having Nazi 
connections, and carted a batch of documents 
down to the Justice Department. 
In that truckload 
were the franked en ­ 
velopes of various senators and congressmen, 
including the late Senator Lundeen of M inne­ 
sota; Senator Nye of North Dako’a; Senator 
W orth Clark of Idaho, now investigating the 
movie.s; Rep. Day of Illinois; Rep. Sweeney of 
Ohio; Rep. Tinkham of Massachusetts; and ex- 
Rep. Thorkclson of Montana. 
These envelopes contained speeches of the 
various congressmen, but the envelopes wmre 
unaddressed. 
This incident emphasizes a situation fre­ 
quently exposed in this column, wherein cer­ 
tain congres.'men have passed along their fran k ­ 
ing privilege.
